the supreme pontiff. 

Hie magnanimous spirit of Gregory the Seventh 
had already embraced the design of arming Europe 
against Asia ; the ardour of his zeal and ambition 
still breathes in his epistles : from either side of 
the Alps, fifty thousand Catholics had enlisted 
under the banner of St. Peter® ; and his successor 
reveals Ms intention of marching at their head 
«gaih% the impious sectaries of Mahomet. Biit 
the glory or reproach of executing, though not in 
person, this holy enterprise, was reserved for Urban 
the Second ‘‘j the most faitliful of his disciples. He 
undertook the conquest of the East, whilst the 
larger portion of Rome w’as possessed and fortified 
by his rival Guibert of Ravenna, who contCTided 
with Urban, for the name and honours of the pon- 
tificate. He attempted to unite the powers of the 
West, at a time when the princes were separated 
from the church, and the people from their princes, 
by the excommunication which himself and his 
predecessors bad thundered against the emperor

The ambassadors 
of the Greek emperor, Alexius Ckannenus, were 
introtiuced to plead the distress of their sovereign, 
and the danger of Constantinople, which was di- 
vided only by a narrow sea, from the victorious 
Turks, the common enemies of tJie Christian name. 
In their suppliant address they flattered the pride 
of the Latin princes ; and, appealing at once to 
their policy and religion, exhorted them to repel 
the Barbarians on the cotillnes of Asia, rather than 
to expect them in the heart of Europe. /' At the 
sad txdc of the misery and perila of theri' Eastern 
brethren, the assembly burst info tears ; the most 
eager champions decl.ireii their readiness to ntarch ;

The relief of Constantinople was included in the 
larger ami mo.st distant project of the deliverance * 
of Jerusalem 5 but the prudent Ibban adjourned 
the final decision to a second synod, whicJi he pro- 
jrosed to celebrate iti sftnie city of Erance in the 
autulWn of the same year.

The pope had 
illustrated his family and province ; nor is there 
perhaps a more exquisite gratification than to revisit, 
in a conspicuous dignity, the humble and laborious 
scenes of our youth. 

It may occasion some surprise that the Romi^»%i|iiea«f 
pontiff should erect, in the heart of France, the 
tribunal from whence he hurled his anathemas Norember. 
against the king ; but our surprise will vanish so 
soon as we form a just estimate of a king of 
France of the eleventh century.”

iridepelMent «ad her^itary power who dis^ 
dained the control of laws and legal assemblies, 
and whose disregard of their sovereign was re- 
venged by the disobedience of their inferior vas- 
sals.

From the adjacent kingdoms, a martial train of 
lords and knights of power and renown attended 
the council in higii expectation of its resolves ; 
and such was the ardour of zeal and curiosity, that 
the city was filled, and many thousands, in the 
month of November, erected their tents or huts in 
the ophn field.

Ghod*® was?? confirmed, a suspension of hostilities 
during four days of the week j women and priests 
Were placed under the saf^uard of the church ; 
and a protection of three years was extended to 
husbandmen and merchants, the defenceless victims 
*of military rapine. But a law, however venerable 
be the sanction, cannot suddenly transform the 
temper of the times j and the benevolent efforts of 
Urban deserve the less praise, since he laboured to 
appease some domestic quarrels, that he m^ht 
spread the flames of war from the Atlantic to the 
Euphrates. From the synod of Placentia, the 
rumour of his great design had .gone forth among 
the nations : the clergy on their return had 
preached in every diocese the merit and glory of 
the deliverance of the Holy Land; and when the 
pope ascended a lofty scaffold in the market-place 
of Clermont, his eloquence was addressed to a 
well-prepared and impatient audience. His topics 
were obvious, hi.s exhortation was vehement, liLs 
success inevitable. The orator was interrupted by 
the shout of tliousands, who with one voice, and 
in their rustic idiom, exclaimed aloud, “ God 
-twills it, God wills it.”'^ "It is indeed the

This dangerous honour was de- 
clined by the more prudent successor of Gr^ory, 
who alleged the schism of the church, and the 
duties of his pastoral office, recommending to the 
faithful, who were disqualified by sex or profession, 
by age or infirmity, to aid, with their prayers and 
alms, the personal service of their robust brethren. 
The name and powers of his legate he devolved on 
Adhemar bishop of Puy, the first who had received 
the cross at his hands. The foremost of the tem- 
poral chiefs was Raymond count of Thoulouse, 
whose ambassadors in the council excu-sed the 
absence, and pledged the honour, of their master.

social life. But the rigid execution of these laws 
would have de])opnlated the palace, the camp, and 
the city j the Barbarians of the West believed: and 
trembled ; but nature often rebelled against priti» 
ciple ; and the magistrate laboured without cflbct to 
enforce the jurisdiction of the priest. A litoral ac- 
complishment of penance was indeed iinjnacticable; 
the guilt of adultery wasimiliiplied by ilaily rcj)e- 
tition ; that of Jiomicide might involve the massacre 
of a whole people; each act was separately num- 
bered; and, in those times of anarchy and vice, a 
modest simier'mighl easily incur a debt of three hun- 
dred years. His imsolvency w'as relieved by a com- 
mutation, or indulj^eme : a year of penance was 
appreciated at twenty-six oi'silvcr, about four 

pounds sterling, for the rich ; at three solidi, or nine

f?ource of opulence and dominion. A debt of tliiee 
huodrcd years, or twelve hundfcd pounds, was 
enoiigh to impoverisli a plentiful fbrtuijc ; the 
scarcity of gold and silver was supplietl by tl)e 
alienation of land ; and the princely donations of 
I’epin and Charlemagne are expressly given ibr the 
remedff of their soul. Tt is a maxim of the uiyil 
law, that whosoever cannot pay with his purse, 
must j)ay with his body ; and the practice of flagel- 
lation was adojjted by the monks, a cheap, though 
painful, equivalent. By a fantastic arithmetic, a 
year of penance was taxed at tlnco thousand 
lashes^'' ; and such was the skill and patience of a 
famous hermit, St. Dominic of the Iron Cuirass 
that in six days he could discliargean entire century, 
by a whipping of three hundred thousand stripes, 
liis example was followed by many penitents of 
both sexes;' and, as a vicarious sacrifice was ac- 
cepted, a sturdy disciplinarian might expiate on 
his own back the sins^f his benefactors.*^ These 
compensations of the purse and the person intro-

vigit distant ImiIL, and to draw 
ln^dl® agliinst "tike nations Of the East.

•^Clpry, or even their attempt*, would immottaiise 
the'hames of the intrepid heroes of the cross ; and 
the purest piety could not be insensible to^^he 
most spleiidid prospect of military glory. In the 
petty quarrels of Europe, they shed the blood of 
their friends and countrymen, for the acquisition 
perhaps of a castle or a village. They could march 
jyith alacrity against the distant and hostile nations 
who were devoted to their arms : their fancy 
already grasped the golden sceptres of Asia j and 
the conquest of Apulia and Sicily by the Normans 
might exalt to royalty the hopes of the most pri- 
vate adventurer. Christendom, in her rudest state, 
must have yielded to the climate and cultivation 
of the Mahometan countries; and their natural and 
artificial wealth had been magnified by the talea^c# 
pilgrims, and the gifts of an imperfect comm^Ce. 
The vulgar, both the great and small, were taught 
to believe every wonder, of lands flowing with milk 
and honey, of mines and treasures, of gold aiid 
diamonds, of palaces of marble and jasper, and of 
odoriferous groves of cinnamon and frankincense. 
In tiiis earthly paradise, each warrior depended on 
his sword to carve a plenteous and honourable es- 
tablishment, which he measured only by the extent 
of his wishes.** Their vassals and soldiers trusted 
theft fortunes to God and their master : the spoils, 
.a Turkish emir might enrich the meanest ft^-

the beaaty of^'the GrecSn women *'* were tempta- 
tions more adapted to the nature, than to the pro- 
jBesaion, of the champions of the cross. The love 
of .freedom was a powerful incitement to the mul- 
titudes %vho were oppressed by feudal or ecclesias- 
tical tyranny. Under this holy sign, the peasants 
and burghers, who were attached to the servitude 
of the glebe, might escape from an haughty lord,- 
and transplant themselves and their families to a 
land of liberty. The monk might release himself 
from the discipline of his convent : the debtor 
might suspend the accumulation of usury, and the 
pursuit of his creditors ; and outlaws and male- 
factors of every cast might continue to brave the 
laws and elude the punishment of their crimes.®* 
'fhese motives were potent and numerous : 
wlien we have singly computed their weight on 
the mind of each individual, we must add tiie in- 
finite series, the multiplying powers of example 
and fashion. The first proselytes became the 
warmest and most eftectual missionaries of the 
cross : among tlieir friends and countrymen they 
preached the duty, the merit, and the recompense, 
of t|«ir holy vow 5 and the most reluctant hearers 
were insensibly drawn within the whirlpool of per- 
suasion and authority. The martial youths -n'ere 
fired by the reproach or suspicion of cowardice ;

exercise his dominion over the earth. Both nar 
tions had imbibed the rudiments of Christianity ; 
tlie Hungarians were ruled by their native princes; 
the Bulgarians by a lieutenant of the Greek em- 
peror ; but, on the slightest provo(;ation, their 
ftrocious natiu'e was rekindied, an«t;,.Wple provo- 
cation was jiii’orded by the disoimfere' ot the first 
pilgiims. .Agriculture must have uhskilful 

and languid among a people, whoslfe 
built of reeds and timber, which wpp^*’des,<®rtedjia 
the summer season for the tenta^f 
du'piierds. A scanty supply of prOTisiortk w&S 
rudely demauded, forcibly seized, and j;p‘eedUyi 
consunu'd ; and on the first quarret the ‘<a'aaad|^, 
gave a loose to indignation andj|^vouge. But their 
ignorance of the country, of waf; and of discipline, 
exposed tliem to every snare. The. Greek piaefect 
of Bulgaria .^pponia tided a regular force*; at tH'e 
trumpet of the Hungarian king, the eighth or the

mounted on horscdrack ; their policy was in.sidiou.s, 
and their retaliation on these pious robbers was

For the trifling sum of ten 
thousand marks, he mortgaged Normandy during 
his absence to the English usurper''^; but his 
engagement and behaviour in the holy war an- 
nounced in Jxobert a reformation of manners, 
and restored lam in som^ degree to the' public 
esti tni. Another Robert was count of Flanders, 
a loyal province, wliich, in this ccntuiy, gave 
three queens to the thrones of France, England, 
and Denmark : lie was surnamed the Sword and 
Lance ol’llie Christians j hut in tlie exploits of a 
soldier, he sometimes forgot the duties of a ge- 
neral. Stephen, count ol Chartres, of Blois, and 
of d'roy«s, was one ot the ricliest jirinces of the 
age ; and the nuinher of Ills castles htis been 
comjjared to the three hundred and sixty-five 
days of the year. Mis mind was improved by 
literature ; and, in tlie council of the chiefs, the.

Rayinond, count of St. Giles and Tholouse, who Thoiouse, 
added the prouder titles of duke of Narbonne and 
of Provence. The former was a respect- 
able prelate, alike qualified for this world and the 
next. The latter was a veteran warrior, who had 
fought against the Saracens of Spain, and who con- 
secrated his declining age, not only to the deliver- 
ance, but to the perpetual service, of the holy se- 
pulchre. His experience and riches gave him a 
strong ascendant in the Christian camp, whose dis- 
tress he was often able, and sometimes willing, to 


relie\’e. lJut it was easier for him to extort the 
praise of tlie Infidels, than to preserve the love of 
his snbiects and associates. His eminent qualities 
were chmded by a temper, haughty, envjpfts, and 
ol^tjnate ; and, thoygh he resigned an ample pa- 
trimony, for the cause of God, his piety, in the 
public opinion, was not exempt from avarice and 
ambition.*® A mercantile, rather than a martial, 
spirit prevailed among his prm»ncfa!s"\ a cotUtUQU .^

Between the age of Cliarlemagne and that of Chivaity. 
the crusades, a revolution' had taken place among 
the Spaniards, the Normans, and the French, 
which was gradually e3?lended to the real of .£u«' 
rop('. The service of tho infantry was degraded 
1,0 i!k' plebeians ; the cavalry formed the strength 
of tin aniiies, and the honourable name of miles, 
or soldier, was conlined to the geudoifi^n *•’ who 
servinl on horseback, and were invested with the 
character of knighthood. .-The dukes and counts,

Tile dignity of tlieir birth was jireserved by pure 
a|^ ei^al allianoos j tJieir sons alone, who could 
piod^e four (juarters or lines of ancestry, with- 
out spot or reproach, might legally pretend to 
the honour of knighthood ; but a valiant plebeian 
was sometimes enriched and ennobled by tlie 
sword, and became the father of a new race. 
A si»%le knight could impart, according to his 
judgment, the character which he received ; and 
the warlike sovereigns of Europe derived more 
glory from this peisonul distinction than from 
the lustre of their diadem. This ceremony, of 
which some tracts may be found in Tacitus and 
the woods of Germany®'’', w'us in its origin simple 
and profane ; the candidate, afier some jwevious 
trial, was invested w'ith the sword and spurs ; 
and his cheek or shoulder w'as touched with a 
alight blow, as an emblem of the last affront 
. which it was lawful for him to endure. Hut 
superstition mingled in every public and private 
action of life : in the holy wars, it sanctified the 
profession of arms ; and the order of chivalry was 
assimilated in its rights and privileges to the sacred 
triers of priesthood. The hath ai^ white gar-

As the chatfl|i|H|pf 
(lotl and the ladies (I blush to unite ‘stiilPins- 
cordant iianu's), he devoted himself to speak the 
truth ; to maintain the right ; to protect the dis- 
tressed ; to practise courtesy, a virtue less familiar 
to the ancients ; to j)ursue the infidels ; to despise 
the allurements of ease and safety •, and to vindi- 
cate in every perilous adventure the honour of 
his cliaracter. The abuse of the same spirit pro- 
voked the illiterate knight to disdain the arts of 
industry and peace ; to esteem himself the sole 
judge and avenger of his own injuries j and 
proudly to neglect the laws of civil society and 
military discipline. Y6t the benefits of this insti- 
tution, to refine the temper t)f Barbarians, and 
to infuse some principles of faith, justice, and 
1 nmanity, were strongly felt, and have been often 
observed. The asperity of national prejudice Was 
softened ; and the community of religion and 
arms spread a similar colour and geheroiis emu- 
lation over the face of Christend^Vn. Abroad, 
in' enterprise and pilgrimage, at ht^e in martial 
exercise, warriors of every couiltry were per- 
petually associated ; and impartial tiste thust pre-

courage. The skill and strengtli that were ex- 
.erted ib wrestling and boxing- bear a distant and 
doubtful relation to the merit vof a soldier; but 
the tournaments, as tlicy were invented in France, 
and eagerly adopted both in the East and West, 
presented a livel}' image of the business of the 
held.. The single combats, the general skirmish, 
the defence of a pass, or castle, were rehearsed 
as in ae^^ual service ; and the contest, both in 
real and mimic war, was decidecl by the sujKJrior 
management of tl.e horse and lance. The lance 
was tlie proper and peculiar weapon of thqJp^ht: 
lus iiorse w-as of a large and heavy breM; but 
this charger, till he was roused by the approach- 
ing danger, was usually led by an attendant, and 
he quietly rode a ])ad or {raltVoy of a more easy 
pace. His helmet, and sword, his greaves, and 
buckler, it would be superfluous to describe ; but 
I may remark, that, at the period of the crusades, 
the armour Avas less ponderous than in later 
times; and that, instead of a massy cuirass,, his

rest, the warrkKrs furiously n^mrced thdir horses 
agiUBst foe$ and the light cavalry of the 
Tuiics and Arabs could feddom stand against the 
direct and impetuous weight of ^eir charge. 
Each knight was fttended to the field by his 
fiuthful squire, a^^^th equal birth aad aunl. 
bur hopes; he followed by his arctertvaid 
men at 'arms, and four, or five, or rix soldiery 
were computed as the furniture of a complete 
Imice. In the expeditions to the neighbouring 
kingdoms or the Holy Land, the duties of die 
feudal tenure no longer subsisted ; the voluntary 
service of the knights and their followCTS was 
either prompted by zeal or attachment, or pur- 
chased witli rewards and promises ; and the num- 
bers of each squadron were measured • by the 
pc^r, the wealth, and the fame, of each inde- 
piaident chieftain. They were distinguished by 
Ms banner, his armorial coat, and his cry of 
war; and the most ancient families of Europe 
must seek in these achievements the oi%in and 
proof of their nobility. In this rapith portrait of 
cMvidiy, I have been uiged' to anticipate on the 
story of the crusades, at once an effect, and a cause, 
of this memorable institution.*^

and the princes and barons were attended by their 
equipage of hounds and hawks to amuse their 
leisure and to supply their table. The difficulty 
of procuring subsistence for so many myriads of 
men and horses engaged them to separate their 
forces : their choice or situation determined the 
road ; and it was agreed to meet in the neighbour- 
hood of Constantinople, and from thence to begin 
their operations against the Turks. , Froth the 
banks of the Meuse and the Moselle, Godfrey of 
Bouillon followed the ditect way of Germany, 
Hungary, and Bulgaria ; and, as long as he exer- 
cised the sole command, every step afforded solhe 
proof of his prudence and virtue. On the confines 
of Hungary he was stopped three weeks by a 
Christian people, to whom the name, or at least 
the abuse, of the cross was justly odious. The 
Hungarians still smarted with the wounds whi(‘h 
they had received from the first pilgrims : in their 
! ^tii^'they had abused the right of defence and 
"^mipflon ; and they had reason to apprehend a 
swere revenge from an hero of the same nation; 
and who was engaged in the same cau«e. But,,

From 
Austria to Belgrade, they traversed the plains of 
Hungary, without enduring or offering an injury ; 
and the pioximity of Carloman, who hovered on 
their flanks with his numerous cavalry,' was a pre- ^ 

caution not less useful for their safety than for his 
own. They reached the banks of' the Save and 
no sooner had they passed the river, than the king 
of Hungary restored the hostages, and saluted 
their departure with the fairest wishes for the suc- 
cess of their enterprise. With the same conduct 
and dilcipline, Godfrey pervaded the woods of 
Bulgaria and the frontiers of Thrace ; and might 
congratulate himself, that he had almost reached 
the first term of his pilgrimage, without drawing 
sword against a Christian adversary. After an easy 
and pleasant journey through Lombardy, front 
Turin to Aquileia, Raymond and his provincials 
marched forty days through the savage counti^ j^

‘i0%’^jrgero^ post, on all sides encompassed with 
the waters.®* Godfrey sounded his trumpets, bui’st 
the netj overspread the plain, and insulted the 
sidxifbs : but the gates of Constantinople were 
stjcbil^y fortified ; the ramparts w'ere lined with 
archers; and after a doubtful confiict, both parties 
vii*=teued to fix* voice of pfiace and religion. The 
gifts and ])roiniscs of tJie empeioi insensibly soothed 
the fierce spiiit of the western strangers; as a 
Christian warrior, he rekindled their zeal for the 
prosecution of their holy cnteiprisc, which he en- 
gaged to second witii his troops ami treasures. 
Oi! the I'eturn of spring, Godfrey was persuaded 
to occupy a jileasant and jrlentifiil camp in Asia ; 
and no sooner had he passcil the Bosjihorus, than 
the Greek vessels vvere suddenly recalletl to the 
opposite shore. Tlie same policy was repeated 
witf,! ttic succeeding cluefs, who were swayed by 
the example, and weakened by the departure, of 
tlieir foreim.ist companions. By his skill and dill- 
gence, Ali.xius prevented the union of any two 
of the confcdciate .armies: at the same moment 
under the walis of (,’onstantiiiople ; and before the 
feast of the Pentecost not a Latin pilgrim was left 
on the coast of Europe.

Tlie hatrful Bohemond was received 
^ as a truje and ancient ally ; and if the emp^or 
receded him of former hostilities, it was only 
to praise the valour that he had displayed, and 
the glory that he had acquired, in the fields of 
Durazzo and Lai issa. The son of Giiiscard 'was 
lotlged and entertained, and served with Imperial 
pomj; : om; day, -as lie pasVied through the gallery 
of tiie palace, a door was carelessly lell open tAfo 
expose a pile of gold and silver, of' silk and gems, 
of curious and costly furniture, that was heaped 
in seeming disordc'r, from the floor to the roof’ 
of the chamber. “ What conquests,” exclaimed 
tlie ambitious miser, “ might not be achieved by 
“ the possession of such a treasure?” — “It is your 
“ own,” replied a Greek attendant, who watched 
the motions of his soul ; and Bohemond, after 
some hesitation, condescended to accept;:, tliis 
magnificent present.

A part of the infentry 
might be enrolled for the service of scouts, pioneers, 
and archers ; but the promiscuous crowd were lost 
in tlieii’ own disorder ; and w'e depend not on the 
eyes or knowledge, l)nt on the belief and fancy, of 
a chaplain of count Baldwin in the estimate of 
six hundred thousand pilgrims able to bear arms, 
besides the priests and monks, the women and 
children, of the Latin camp. The reader starts ; 
atid before he is recovered from his surprise, I shall 
add, on the same testimony, that if all who took 
the cross had accomplished tlieir vow, above six 
MILLIONS would have migrated from Europe to 
Asia. Under tliis oppression of faith, I derive some 
rolieftrom a more sagacious and thinking writer'®, 
who, after the same review of the cavalry, accuses 
the credulity' of the priest of Chartres, and even 
doubts whether the Cimlpine regions (in the geo- 
grapliy of a frenchman) were sufficient to pro- 
duce and pouf forth sucli incredible multitudes. 
The coolest scepticism will remember, that of 
these religious volunteers great numbers never 
beheld Constantinople and ^ice.

The ^vage countries of Hungary and Bulgaria 
were whifeheB, with their bones^: their vanguard 
was cut in pieces by tbe Turkish sultan ; and the 
loss of the first adventure, by the sword, or 
climate, or fatigue, has already been stated at 
three hundred thousand men. Yet the myriads 
that survived, that marched, that pressed for- 
wards on the’^li^ pilgrimage, were a subject of 
astonishment to themselves and to the Greeks. 
The copious energy of lier language sinks under 
the efforts of the princess Anne^**; tfie images 
of locusts, of leaves and flowers, of the sands 
of the sea, or the s ta glk,#.' lieaven, imperfectly 
represent what she hOTr^S#^d heard ; and ,the 
daughter of Alexius exchujns, that Europe was 
loosened from its fbundations, and , hurled against 
■ Asia. The'^ncient hos^ of Darius and Xerxes 
labour under the same doubt of a «^ue and in- 
definite magnitude ; but I am ilMS^jca to believe, 
that a larger number has never been contained 
within the lines of a single camp, than at the 
siege of Nice, the first operation of the Latin 
princes.'

s«te« of Soliman was rather provoked than dismayed by 

A^.'rosri the loss of his capital : he admonished his subjects 
and allies of this strange invasion of the Western 
Barbarians ; the Turkish emirs obeyed the call of 
loyalty or religion ; the Turkman hordes encamped 
round his standard ; and his whole force is loosely 
stated by the Cluistians at two hundred, or even 
three hundred and sixty, thousand horse. Yet he 
patiently w'aited till they had left behind them the 
sea and the Greek frontier ; and hovering on the 
flanks, observ’cd their careless and confident pro- 
gress in two columns beyond the view of each other. 
Some miles before they could reach Dorylaium in 
Phrygia, the left, and least numerous, division was 
surprised, and attac ked, and almost oppressed, by 
the Turkish cavalry."* The heat of the weather, 
the clouds of arrows, and the barbarous onset, 
overwlielmed the e,rusadc;rs ; they lost their order 
and confidence, and the fainting fight w’as sustained 
by the personal valour, rathei than by the military 
conduct, of Bohemond, Tancred, and Robert of 
Normandy. They were revived by the welcome 
banners of duke Godfrey, wlio flew to their sucxour,

and the arbalist or cross-bow, a deadly weapon, 
yet unknown to the Orientals.*® As long as the 
horses were fresh, and the quivers full, Soliman 
maintained the advantage of the day ; and four 
thousand Christians were pierced by the Turkish 
arrows. In the evening, swiftness yielded to 
strength : on either side, the numbers were equal, 
or at least as great as any ground could hold, or 
any generals could manage ; but in taming the 
liiJis, tile last division of Raymond and his provin- 
cials was led, perhaps without design, on the rear

i detetmifted. Besides a nameless and unaccounted 
niultitudej three thousand Pagan knights 'Were 
slain in^ the battle and pursuit j the camp of 
Soliman was pillaged ; and in the variety of pre- 
cious spoil, ’the curiosity of the Latins was amused 
with foreign arms and apparel, and the new aspect 
of dromedaries and camels. The importance of 
the^yictory was proved by the hasty retreat of the 
suf taii : reserving ten thousand guards of the relics 
of his army, Soliman evacuated the kingdom of 
Ilouin, and hastened to implore the aid, and kindle 
the resentment, of his Eastern brethren. In a 
march of five hundredmdes, the crusaders traversed 
the Lesser Asia, through a wasted land and deserted 
towns, without finding either a friend or an enemy. 
The geographer"^ may trace the position of Do- 
ryl®um, Antioch of Pisidia, Iconium, Archelais, 
and Cierrnanicia,’and may compare those classic ap- 
pellations with the modem names of Eskishehr the 
old city, Akshehr the white city, Cogni, Erekli, 
and Marash. As the pilgrims passed over a desert, 
wdiere a draught of w'atcr is exchanged lor silver, 
they were tormented by intolerable thirst ; and on 
the banks of the first rivulet, their haste and intem- 
perance were still more pernicious to the disorderly

Whatever had been the arts, and whatever might 
be the .sentiments of the chiefs, they skilfully im- 
proved this fortunate revolution by every aid that 
discipline and devotion could afford. The soldiers 
were dismissed to their (juarters with an injunction 
to fortify their minds and bodies for the ap- 
proaching conflict, freely to bestow thqir last pit- 
tance on themselves and their horses, and to expect 
with the dawn of day the signal of victoiy. On 
the festival of St. Peter and St. Paul, the gates of 
Antioch were thrown open : a martial jisalm,

“ tpred ! ” W'as chanted by a procession of priests 
and moHks.j the battle array wars marshalled in 
twelve divisions, in honour of the twelve apostles ; 
and the holy lance, in flie absence of Raymond, w'as 
entrusted to the hands of his chaplain.

ite potent energy was heigl^ned by an accident^ a 
stratagem, or a rumour, 6fa miraculous complexioru 
Three khf^^ts, in white gi||||!effits abd resplendent 
arms, either issued, or seemed to iijsue, from ^e 
hills ; the voice of Adhemar, the pope's legate, pro- 
clainied them as the martyrs St. George, $t. Thec^ 
dore, and St. Maurice ; the tumult of battle al-" 
low'ed no time for doubt or scrutiny ; and the 
welcome apparition dazzled the eyes or the ima- 
gination of a fanatic ai*my.* In the season of 
danger and triumph, the revelation of Bartho- 
lerny of Marseilles was unanimously asserted ; but 
as soon as the temporary service was accomplished, 
the personal dignity and liberal alms which the 
count of Tliolouse dei'ived from the custody of the 
holy lance, provoked the envy, and awakened the 
reason, of his rivals. A Jsonnan clerk presumed 
to sift, with a philosophic spirit, the truth’ of the 
legend, the circumstances of the discovery, and the 
character of the prophet; and the pious Bohemond 
ascribed tlieir deliveraj)ce to the merits and inter- 
cession of Christ alone. For a while, the Bro- 
vincials defended their national palladium with 
clamours and arms ; and new visions condemned 
to death and hell the profane? sceptics, who pre- 
ruraed to scrutinise the truth and merit of the 
discovery. The prevalence of incredulity com- 
pelled the author to submit his life and veracity 
to the judgment of God. A pile of dry faggots, 
four feet high, and fourteen long, w’as erected

Some efforts 
wcfe niadt, i»y the Pro\'inciais to substitute a cross, 
a ring, cir a Laboriutclt, in tlie place of the holy 
lance, wliicli suon vanisiie(l,jjn contempt and ob- 
livion. Yet the revelatioh of Antioch is gi-av^y 
asserted by succeeding historians ; and such is the 
progress of credulity, that miracles, most doubttiil 
on the spot and at the moment, will be recei\ed 
with im))lK':t liiith at a convenient distance of 
time and sjiace.

But at the time of 
the cois^(!e, the inheritance of Malek Shaw was 
disputed by his four sons; their privatd' ambition 
was hisei)sible of the public danger; a^d, in the 
vicissitudes of their fortune, the royal vassals were 
ignorant, or regardless, of the true object of their 
allegiance. The twenty-eight emirs who marched 
with tlie stantlurd of Kerboga were bis rivals or 
enemies : their hasty levies were drawn from the 
towns and tents of Mfl|i^,tamia and Syria ; and the 
Turkisli veterans were employed or consumed in 
the civil wars beyond the Tigris.

His dexterity and vigi- 
slance secured tlieir first conquest of Nice; and 
from this threatening station the 'Furks were coni- 
i>cjued to evacuate the neiirhboiirhood of Constan- 
liiiople. While the crusaders, witfi blind valour, 
advanced into the midland countries of Asia, the 
crafty Greek improved the favourable occasion

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'XdAp. emirs of t^e' sca-coast were recalled to 

f thi standard of the sultan. Tlie Turks were 
driven from the isles of Rhodes and Chios : the 
cities of Epiiesus and Smyrna, of Sardes, Phila- 
delphia, and Laodicca, were restored to the empire, 
which Alexius enlarged from the Hellespont to 
the banks of the Miea'.ulcr, and the rocky shores 
of Pamphjiia. The churches resumed tlieir splen- 
dour ; the towns were rebuilt and fortified; and 
tlie desert conntpy was peopled with colonies of 
ChrUtiajis, who were gently removed from the 
more distant and dangerous frontier. In these pa- 
ternal cares, we may forgive Alexius, if he forgot 
the deliverance of tlie holy sepulchre; but, by, 
the Latins, he was stigmatised with the foul re^ 
proach of treason and desertion. They had sworn 
fidelity and obedience to his throne; but had 
promised to assist their enterprise in person, or, at 
least, with his troops and treasures : his base 
retreat dissolved their obligations ; and the sword, 
which had been the instrument of their victory, 
was the pledge and title of their just independence. 
It does not appear that, tlie emperor attempted to 
revive his obsolete claims over the kingdom of 
Jerusalem® ; but the borders of Cilicia and Syria 
w'ere more recent in his possession, and more ac- 
cessible to his arms. The great army of the cru- 
saders was annihilated or dispersed ; the principality 
of Antioch was left without a head, by the sur-

prise and captivity of Bohemond ; his ransom had 
oppressed him with a heaj^y debt ; and his Norman 
followers wer®. insufSpient to repel the hostilities 
of the Greeks spd Turks. In this diiiM;ress, Bohe- 
mond embraced a magnanimous resolution, of 
leaving the defence of Antioch to his kinsman, 
the faithful Tancred; of arming the West ag^e^t 
the Byzantine empire ; and of executing the 
which he inherited from the lessons and example 
of his father Guiscard. His embarkation^ was 
clandestine ; and, if we may credit; ja tale ot the 
princess Anne, he passed the hostile .sea closely 
secreted in a coffin.* But his rccepti^win France 
•was dignified by the public applause, an^, his mar- 
riage with the king’s daughter ; his re&ra was 
glorious, since the bravest spirits of the age en- 
listed under his veteran command ; and he re- 
passed the Adriatic at the head of five thousand 
horse and forty thousand foot, assembled from the 
most remote climates of Europe.* The strength of

their eyes, and spilt blood like W'ater on the ground. 
Under the banners of Conrad, a troop of females 
rode in the attitude and armour of men ; and the 
chief of these Amazons, from her gilt spurs and 
buskins, obtained the epithet of the (jolden-footcd 
Dame. 

II, The numbers and character of the strangers 
was an objeot of terror to the effeminate Greeks* 
and the sentiment of fear is nearly allied to th|^|if < 
hatred. This aversion was suspended or sofbitied 
by the apprehension of the Turkish power; mid 
the invectives of the Latins will not bias our more 
candid belief, that the emperor Alexius dissembled 
their insolence, eluded their hostilities, counselled 
their rashness, and opened to their ardour the 
road«f pilgrimage and conquest.

The secern d and third crusades were undertaken 
under the reign pf Manuel Comnenus and’ laaac 
Angelus. Of the former, the passions were alwaysi 
impetuous, and often malevolent ; and the natural 
union of a cowardly and a mischievous temper was 
exemplified in the latter, who, without merit or 
mercy, could punish a tyrant, and occupy his 
throne. It was secretly, and perhaps tacitly, re- ^ 
sol\ ed by the prince and people to destroy, or at 
least to discourage, the pilgrims, by every species 
of injury and {>ppression ; and their want of pru- 
dence and discij»line continually afforded the pre- 
tence or the opportunity. The Western monarchs 
had stipulated a -.afe passage and fair market in 
the country of their Christian brethren ; the treaty 
had been ratified by oaths and liostages } and the 
pobrest soldier of Ftcdcric’s army was furnislied 
with three marks of silver to defray his expenses 
on the road. But every engagement was violated 
by treachery and injustice ; and the complaints of 
the Latins are attested by the honest confession of 
a Greek historian, who has dared to prefer truth 
to his country.** Instead of an hospitable re-

The Franks 
were already at the gates of Cairo; but the sutmrbs, 
the c^d city, were burnt on their approach; they 
were deceived by an insidious negotiattcHi, . and 
tlieir vessels were unable to surmount the barriers 
of the Nile. They prudently declined a contest 
with the Turks in the midst of an hostile country; 
and Atnaury retired into Palestine with the shame 
and reproach that always adhere to unshccessful 
injustice. After this deliverance,^ Shiracouh .iwis 
in\t'sted with a robe of honour, 'which he soon' 
stained with the blood of the unfortunate Shawer. 

For a while, the Turkish emirs condescended to 
hold the office of vizir; but this foreign conquest 
precqntatcd the tall of the Fatimites themselves; 
and tlie bloodless change was accomplished by a 
message and a word. The caliphs had been de- 
graded by their (twii weakness and the tyra'-my of 
the vizirs : their subjects blushed, when tire de- 
scendant and successor of the prophet presented his 
naked hand to the rude gripe of a Latin ambassador ; 
they wept when he sent the hair of his women, a 
sa'.l emblem of their grief and terror, to excite the End of the 
pity of the sultan of Damascus. IJy the command cahphir 
of Noureddin, and the sentence of the doctors, the 
lioly names of Abubeker, Omar, and Othman, were 
sdlemtdy restored ; the caliph Mosthadi, of Bagdad, 
w^ acknowledged in the public prayers as the true 
commander.of the faithful ; and the green livery of 
the Sons eff .^li was exchanged for the black colour

Saladin witli tlie massacre of the first crusade, 
"fhe ditlerence would be merely personal ; but we 
j-hould not forget that the Christians had offered 
to capitulate, and that the Mahometans of Jeru- 
salem sustained the last extremities of an assault 
and storm. Justice is iu(le<al due to the fidefity 
with wdiich the Turkish couqueror fulfilled the con- 
ditions of the treat} ; and he may be deservedly 
praised for tlm glance of pity which he cast on 
tlie misery of the \'anqnislu‘d. Instead of a ri- 
gorous exaction of his debt, iie accepted a sum of 
tlurty thousand lyvzants, for tlie ransom of' seven 
thousand pooi ; two or tliree thousand more w^cre 
dismissed by his gratuitous clemency ; and the 
number of slaves was reduced to eleven or four- 
teen thousand persons.

Saladin deserves our admiration and love : he was 
above the necessity of dissimulatioa^ and his stem ^ 
fanaticism Would have prompted him to' dissemble, 
rather, than to affect, this profiine compassion for 
the enemies of the Koran. After Jerusalem had 
been delivered from the presence of the strangers, 
the sultan made his triumphant entry, ,;1 b». ban- 
ners waving in the wind, and to the harmony 
of martial music. -The great mosque of Omar, 
which had been converted into a church, was 
again consecrated to one God and his prophet 
Mahomet : the walls and pavement were purified 
with rose-water ; and a pulpit, the labour of 
Noiireddin, was erected in the sanctuary. But 
whim til e golden cross that glittered on the dome 
was cast down, and dragged through the stree^ 
the Christians of every sect uttered a lamentabic' 
groan, which was answered by the joyful shouts of 
the Moslcins. In four ivory chests the patriarch 
h'ad collected the crosses, the images, the vases, 
and the relics of the holy place ; they were seized 
by the conqueror, who "was desirous of presenting 
the caliph with the trophies of Christian idolatry. . 

H.e was persuaded, however, to entrust them to 
the patriarch and prince of Antioch ; and the 
pious pledge was redeemed -By Richard of Eng- 
land, at the expense of fifty-two thousand byzants 
ofgold.®"*

wbiA Wasllfet delayed above a century after the 
di^th*of S^adin.*® In the career of >actory, he 
yfiis first checked by the resistance of Tyre ; the 
troops and garrisons, which had capitulated, were 
imprudently conducted to the same port: their 
numbers were adequate tt> the delence of the 
place ; and the arrival of (^'onrad of Montferrat 
inspired the disorderly crowd with contidence and 
union. His tathcr, a venerable pilgrim, had been 
made prisoner in the battle of Tiberias ; but that 
disaster was unknown in Italy and Greece, when 
the son w'as urged by ambition and piety to visit 
the inheritance of his royal nephew', the infant 
Baldwin. The view of the Turkish banners 
w arned him from the hostile coast of Jaffa j and 
Conrad was unanimously hailed as the prince and 
champion of Tyre, which was already besieged by 
the conqueror of Jerusalem. The firmness of his 
zeal, and perhaps his know ledge of a generous foe, 
enabled him to brave the threats of the sultan, 
and to declare, that should his aged parent be 
exposed before the walls, he himself would dis- 
charge the first arrow, and glory in bis ddescent 
from a Christian martyr.*'’ Tbl^ Isgyptian fleet 
was allowed to enter the harbour of Tyre ; but 
the chain was suddenly drawn, and five galleys 
were either sunk or taken : a thousand Turks 
were slain in a sally j and Saladin, after burning

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his engines, concluded a glorious ca^aign by a chap.' 
disgraceful retreat to l2>amascus. He was soon . " ' : 
assaikd by a more formidable tempest. The 
pathetic narratives, and even the pictures, that 
represented in lively colours the servitude and 
prt)fanation of Jerusalem, awakened the ‘torpid 
sensibility of Europe: the emperor Frederic Bm- 
barossa, and tlie kings of France and England, 
assumed the cross ; and the tardy magnitude of 
their armaments was anticipated by the maritime 
states of the Meditenanean and the Ocean. The 
skilful and provident Italians tirst embarked in 
the sJiips of Genoa, Pisa, and Venice. They 
were s])cedily followed by the most eager pilgrims 
of France, Normandy, and the Western Isles. 

The powerful succour of Flanders, Frisc, and 
Denmark, filled near an hundred vessels ; and the 
Northern M'arriors were distinguished in the field 
by a lofty stature and a ponderous battle-axe.®^ 

Their increasing multitudes could uo longer be 
confined within the walls of Tyre, or remain 
obedient to the voice of CoTirad. They pitied ' 
the mislbrtunes, and revered the dignity, of Lu- 
signan, who w^released from prison, perhaps, 
to divide the army of the Franks. He proposed 
the recovery of Ptolemais, or Acre, thirty miles to 
the south of Tyre ; and the place was first in- 
vested by two thousand horse and thirty thousand 
foot under his nominal command. I shall not

Siege of narrow space, the forces of Europe and Asia. 
A^Snsg, Never did the flame of enthusiasm burn with 
jLnTiigi fiercer and more destructive rage ; nor could the 
. true believers, a common appellation, who conse- 
crated their own martyi's, refuse some applause to 
the mistaken zeal and courage of their adversaries. 
At #Mi>^and of the lioly trumpet, the Moslems of 
Egypt, Syria, Arabia, and the Oriental provinces, 
assembled under the servant of the prophet***: his 
camp was pitched and removed within a few' 
miles of Acre ; and he laboured, night and day, 
for the relief of his brethren and the annoyance of 
the Franks. Nine battles, not unworthy of the 
name, were fought in the neighbourhood of Mount 
Carmel, with such vicissitude of fortune, that in 
one attack, the sultan forced his way into the city ; 
that in one sally, the Christians penetrated to the 
royal tent. B}' the means of divers and pigeons, 
a regular correspondence was jnaintained with the 
besieged ; and, as often as the sea was left open, 
the exhausted garrison was withdrawn, and a fresh 
supply w^as poured into the place. The Latin 
camp was thinned by famine, the sword, and tlie 
climate; but the tents of the dead w'cre replenished 
witlvtiew- pilgrims, who exaggerated the strength 
’ Speed of their approaching countrymen. The 
vulgar was astonished by the report, that the pope 
himfself, witli an innumerable crusade, was ad-

vanced aa far as Constontinople. The march of 
the tmperor filled the Kast with more serious 
alarms : the obstacles which he encountered in 
Asia, and perhaps in Greece, were raised by the 
policy of Saladin : his joy on the death of Barbu- 
rossa was measured by Ids esteem; and the Chris- 
tians were rather dismayed than encouraged at 
the sight of the duke of .Swabia and his way-worn 
remnant of five thousand Germans. At length, 
in the .spring of the second year, the royal fleets 
of I'Vance and England cast anchor in the bay of 
.\cre, and the siege Was more vigorously pro.se- 
cuted by the youthful emulation of the two king.s, 
Philip Augustus and Richard Plantagcnet. After 
iwcry resource had been tried, and every hope 
was exhausted, the derendcr.s of Acre submitted to 
their fate ; a capitulation was granted, but tlieir 
]ive.s and liberties wei e taxed at the hard condi- 
tions of a lansoiu of two hundred thousand pieces, 
of gold, tin; deliverance of one hundred nobles, and 
tifleen hundred infeiior captives, and the restora- 
tion of the wi od of the holy cvos.s. Some doubts in 
tlie agreement, and some delay in the execution, 
vekirulled tlie fury of the Eranks, and three tliou- 
saii I Mosleui i, almost in the sultan’s view, w'cre 
1 cheaded by the command of the sanguinary 
Ilirhard."'

The ( fj lentais dest i ihe his edifying 
death, whidh hap})ened at Damascus ; !mt they 
seem ignorant of the equal distribution ol his alms 
among the three religious'’', or (»f the display of a 
shroud, instead of a standard, to admonish the East 
oJ' the instability of human greatness. Tlic unity 
of empire was dissolved by his death ; his sons 
were oppressed by the stronger arm of tlieir uncle 
.Sa]»ha<Un ; the hostile interests of the sultans of 
Egypt, l)amascu.s, and Aleppo were again re- 
vived ; a id the Franks or Latins stood, and brcatlied, 
and hoped, in their lorttesses along the Syriati 
coast. 

The noblest monument of a conqueror's fame, 
and of the terror whiclt he inspired, is tfie .Saiadine 
Ibnth, a general tax, wliich was imposed on the 
laif^, and even titc clergy, of the Latin churclr, for

CfiAP. Surprised andslain in his unguarded visit to the river 
A... ^ Jdrdan. In sucli a state of fanaticism and faction, 
victory was hopeiess, and defence was difficult j 
but the conclusion of an advantageous [leace may 
be imputed lo the discord of the Mahometajis, and 
their personal esteem for the character of Frederic. 
The enemy of the church is accused of maintain- 
ing with thc.miscreatits an intercourse of fitespb’ 
tality and friendship, unw'orthy of' a Christian ; 
of despising the barrenness of the land ; and of 
indulging a profajic thought, that if Jehovah had 
seen the kingdom of Naples he never w'ould have 
selected Falestine for the inheritance of his chosen 
people. Yet IVcderic obtained from the sultan 
the restitution of Jerusalem, of Bethlem and 
Nazareth, of Tyre and Sidon : the Latins W'ere 
allowed to inhabit and fortify tlie^ city ^ an equal 
code of civil aiul religious freedom wais ratified for 
the sectaries of Jesus and those of Mahomet ; amJ, 
while the former \vor.shipped at the holy vSepulchre, 
the latter imght pray and preach in the mosque of 
the tem])le'*'’, from whence the propliet undcatook 
his nocturnal joinaiey to heaven. The clergy 
deplored this scandalous toleration ; and the weaker 
Moslems were gradually expelled ; f)ut •every 
rational object of the crusades v/as accoinjJislied 
without bloodshed ^ the churches were restored, 
the monasteries were replenished; and, the?- 
space of fifteen years, the Latins of Jerukjlem 
exceeded the number of six thousand. This peace

tificd with equal zeal by the doctors of the Latin, 
church/, - 

Bigotry and national aversion are powerfoi 
magnifiers of every object of dispute ; but the 
immediate cause of the schism of the Greeks may 
be traced in the emulation of the leading prelates, 
who maintained the supremacy of the old metro- 
polis superior to all, and of the reigning capital, 
inferior to none, in the Christian world. About 
the middle of the ninth century, Photius^ an 
ambitious layman, the captain of the guards and 
principal secretary, was promoted by merit and 
favour to the more desirable office of patriarch of 
Constantino})le. In science, even ecclesiastical 
science, he surpassed the clergy of the age j and 
the purity of his morals has never been impeached : 
but his ordination was hasty, his rise was irregular ; 
and Ignatius, his abdicated predecessor, was yet 
supported by the public ewp^ssion and the obsti- 
nacy of his adherents. They appealed to the 
tribunal of Nicholas the First, one of the proudest 
and most aspiring of the Roman pontiffs, who 
embraced the welcome opportunity of judging and 
condemning his rival of th%JEast. Their quarrel 
was embittered by a conflict of jurisdiction over 
the king and nation of the Bulgarians j nor was

their recent converaion to Christianity of much 
av^il to either prelate/ ttnless he cohld number the 
proselytes kmoug the subjects of his power. With 
the aid of his court the Greek patriarch was 
victorious •, but in the furious contest he deposed 
in his turn the successor of St. Peter, and involved 
the Latin churcli in the reproach of heresy and 
schism. Photius sacrificed the peace of the world 
to a short and precarious reign : he fell with his 
patron, the Ca«ar Bardas ; and Basil the Mace- 
donian performed an act of justice fh tlie restoration 
of Ignatius, whose age and dignity^hdfl not been 
sufficiently respected. From his monastery, of 
pri '^on, Photius solicited the favour of the emperor 
by pathetic complaints and artful flattery ; and 
the eyes of his rival were scarcely closed, when he 
was again restored to the throne of Constantinople. 
After the death of Basil he experienced the vicis- 
situdes of courts and the ingratitude of a royal 
pupil ; the })atriarch w||t again de])osed, and in his 
last solitary iiours he niight regret the freedom of 
a secular and studious life. In each revolutiom 
the breath, the nod, of the sovereign had been 
accepted by a submissive clergy } and a synod of 
three hundred bishopsuwas always prepared to hail 
the triumph, or to stigmatise the fall, of the holy, 
or the execrable, Photius.® By a delusive promise 
of succour or reward, the popes were tempted to 
countenance tliese various proceedings ; and the

hands of foreigners. After tlu! decline of Amalphi, 
the Vtmefians, Pisan.s, and Genoese, introdjiced 
their facturie.s and settlenv.mts into the capiUd of 
the eropjre : tlieir .services were rewarded with 
honour.s and immunities; they acquired the pos- 
sessiun of lafuls and houses ; their families were 
tnulHplied bv marriages with the natives ; and, 
after the toleration of a Mahometan mos^que, it was 
imj.ossibir to interdict the churches of tlie Roman 
rite. t he t wo wives of Manuel Conmenus” were 
of the race of the IMinks : the first, a sister-in-law 
of the eni])eror Conrad ; the second, a daughter of 
the prince of Antioch ; lie obtained for bis sort 
A.Iexius a daughter of Philip Augustus king 
h ranee; and he bestowed his own daughter on. a 
marqui,': of Montferrat, who wa.s educated and 
dignified in the palace of Constantinople.

The mure diligent 
of the strangers had retreated, on the first alarm, 
to their vessels, and esr-aped tlii'ough the Hellespont 
from the scene of blood. In theii- flight, tiicy burnt 
and ravaged two hundred miles of' the sca-coast; 
infiieled a severe revenge on the guiltless subjects 
of the empire ; marloal the priests and mdhks as 
their peculiar enemies ; and compensated, by the 
accunmlat.ion of plunder, the loss of their property 
and iiicnds. On i.heir return, they exposed to 
Iraly and Europe the w-ealth and weakness, the 
perfidy and malice, of the Greeks, wliosc vices 
were painted as the geiutiuc characters of lierosy 
and schism. The scruples of the first crusaders 
had neglected the fairest opportunities, of securing, 
by the possession of Constantinople, the way to 
the Holy Land : a domestic revolution invited, 
and ahnost compelied, the French and Venetians 
to achieve the conquest of the Roman empire of 
the East. 

In the series of the Byzantine princes, I have Etignami 
exhibited the hypocrisy and ambition, the tyranny ofTwiT 
and fall, of Andronicus, the last male gf the Coin- 
nenian family who reigned at Constantinople. The 
rei^olution, which cast him headlong from the 
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tiirone, j^ved aDd exalted Isaac Angelos who 
1 ^- -- > descended hy the females from the same Imper ial 

dynasty. The suc<‘essor of a second Nero might 
have tbimd it an easy task to deserve the esteem 
ami aflectkm ol Jiis subjects : they sometimes had 
reason to regret the administration of Andronlcus. 
The sound and vigorems mind *)f the tyrant was 
cct|wtl)le of tliscenhng il<e c^»nn(‘( hon hetween Ins 
own aiul the '^)iiblic intere.^t . and while he was 
feared 1)V all who could inspire hhn with fear, llie 
iiiisuspecdj d pooph , :nul fhe lemc^te provinces, 
might bh'ss ihe inexorable justice vtftiicir master.

moned to tlie holy war by the voice of a third 
prophet, less extravagant, perhaps, than Peter the 
hermit, but far below 8t. Bernard in the merit of 
an orator and a statesman. An illiterate priest 
of tlie neighbourhood of Paris, Fulk of Neuilly^, 
forsook his parochial duty, to assume the more 
flattering character of a popular and itinerant 
missionary, llie fame of his sanctity and miracles 
was spread over the land : he declaimed, with 
severity and vehemence, against the vices of the 
age ; and his sermons, which he preached in the 
streets of Paris, converted the robbers, the usurers, 
the prostitutes, and even the doctors and scholars 
of ;the university. No sooner did Innocent the 
%'hird ascend the chair of St. Peter, than he pro- 
claimed in Italy, Germany, and France, the ob-

yet her ambition was prudent ; nor did slie often 
forget that if armed galleys were the effect and 
safeguard, merchant vessels were the cause and 
supply, of her greatness. Iti her religion, she 
avoided the schism of the Greeks, without yielding 
a servile obedience to the Itoman pontiff ; and a 
free intercourse with the infidels of everv clime 
appears to have allayed betimes the fever 
stition. Her primitive government was 
mixture of democracy and monarchy: the doge 
was elected by the votes of the general assembly ; 
as long as he was popular and successful, be reigned 
with the pomp ahd authority of a prince; but in the 
frequent revolutions of the state, he v^as deposed, 
or banished,“or slain, by the justice or injustice of 
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the itfultii&de. The twelfth century produced the 
tl^ot rudiihentfi of the wise and jealous aristocracy, 
iWhich has reduced the doge to a pageant, and the 
people to a cipiun*.'”'

doubled, without accident, the perilous cape of 
Malea, the southern point of Peloponnesus or the 
Morea; made a descent in the islands of Negropont 
and Andros ; and cast anchor ’at Abydus on the 
Asiatic side of the Hellespont. These preludes 
of conquest were easy and bloodless ; the Greeks 
of the- provinces, without patriotism or courage*^ 
were crushed by an irresistible force : the presence 
of the lawful heir might justify their obedience; 
and it was rewarded by the modesty and discipline 
of the Latins. As they penetrated through the 
Hellespont, the magnitude of their navy was com-

darkened with innumerable sails. .They 
.ggain expanded in the basin of the Propontis, and 
traversed that placid sea, till they approached the 
Europe;«» .shore, at the abbey of St. Stephen, three 
leagues to the west of Constantinople. The prudent 
doge dissuaded them from dispersing themselves in 
a populous and hostile laud : and, as their stock of 
provisions was reduced, it was resolved, in the 
season of harvest, to replenish their store.ships in 
the fertile islands of the Propontis. With this re- 
solution, tiiey directed their course ; but a strong 
gale, and their own impatience, drove them to the 
eastward ; and so near did they run to the shore 
and the city, that some volleys of stones and darts 
were exchanged between the ships and the rampart. 
As they passed along, they gaz('d with admiration 
on the capital of the East, or, as it should seem, of 
the earth ; rising from her seven hills, and tow- 
ering over the contineiits of Europe and Asia. 
The swelling domes and lofty spires of five hundred 
palaces and churches were gilded by the sun and 
reflected in the waters : the walls were ci owded 
with soldiers and spectators, wdiose numbers they 
beheld, of whose temper they were ignorant ; and 
each heart was chilled by the reflection, that, since 
the beginning of the world, such an enterprise had 
never been undertaken by such an handful of 
warriors. But the momentary apprehension was 
dispelled by hope and valour; and every man, 
says ihe marshal of Champagne., glanced his eye| 
on the sword or lance which he must speedily use 
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in tfie glowous conflict.®^ The Latins

: the soldiers, horses, and arms, were ,, 
safely landed } and, in the luxury of an Imperial 
palace, the barons tasted the firrt fruits'^'dlf their 
success- On the third day, the fleet and army 
moved towards Scutari, the Asiatic suburb of Con- 
stantinople : a detachment of five hundred Greek 
horse was surprised and defeated by fourscore 
French knights ; and in a halt of nine days, the 
camp was plentifully supplied with forage and pro- 4 

visions. 

In relating the invasion of a great empire, it Fni||^ 
may seem strange that I have not described the of^ 
obstacles which should have checked the jn’ogress 
of the strangers. I'he Greeks, in truth, w'ere an 
nnwarlikc people ; but they were rich, industrious, 
and subject to the will of a single man : had that 
man been capable of fear, when his enemies were 
at a distance, or of' courage, when they approached 
his person. The first rumour of his nephew’s al- 
liance with the French and A’enetians was despised 
by the usurper Alexius : his flatterers persuaded 
him, that in this contempt he was bold and sincere ; 
and each evening in the close of the banquet, he 
thrice discomfited the Barbarians of the West. 

These Barbarians had been justly terrified by the 
report of his navad power ; and the sixteen hundred 
fishing boats of Constantinople®'* could ha\'e manned

The great 
duke, ,.0r admiral, made a scandalous, almost a 
public, auction of the sails, the masts, and the 
rigging : the royal forests were reserved for the 
more imjmrtant purpose of the chase ; and the 
trees, says Nicetas, were guarded by the eunuchs, 
like the groves of religious worship/* From his 
dream of pride, Alexius was awakened by the siege 
of Zara, and the rapid advances of the Latins ; as 
soon as he saw the danger was real, he thought it 
inevitable, and his vain presumption was lost in 
abject despondency and despair. He suffered these 
contemptible Barbarians to pitch their camp in the 
sight of the palace ; and his apprehensions were 
thinly disguised by the pomp and menace of a sup- 
pliant embassy. The sovereign of the Romans was 
astonished (his ambsissadors were instructed to say) 
at the hostile appearance of the strangers. If these 
pilgrims were sincere in their vow for the deliver- 
ance of Jerusalem, his voice must applaud, and 
his treasures should assist, their pious design ; but 
should they dare to invade the sanctuary of em]:)ire, 
their numbers, were they ten times more con- 
siderable, should not protect them from his just 
resentment. The answer of the doge and barons 
was simple and magnanimous. “ In the cause of

•* ditions are weighty,” s^^' his prudent reply : 

“ they are hal'd to accept, and difficult to perform. 

“ But no conditions can exceed the lieastU'e of 
“ your services and deserts.” *3i^r this satisf^tory 
assurance, the barons mounted oii horseback' and 
introduced the heir of (!'o»i«tantinople to the city 
and palace : his youth and marvellous adventures 
engaged tsvery heart in his favour, and Alexius was 
solemnly crowned with las father iu the dome of 
St. Sophia. In the first days of his reign, tlie^ 
people, already blessed with ..the restoration 
plenty and peace, was delighted by 
tasf i'oplie of the tragedy ; and the discont® 
nobles, their regret, and their fear.s, were' COV#ed 
by the polished surface, of pleasure and loyalty. « 
The mixture of two discordant nations in the same 
capital, might have been pregnant with mischief 
and danger ; and the suburb of Galata, or Pera, 
was assigned for the quartei’s of the P’rench and 
Venetians. But the liberty of trade and familiar 
intercourse was allowed between the friendly 
nations ; and each day the pilgrims were tempted; 
by devotion or curiosity to visit the; ohufbhes and 
palaces of Constantinople. Their rude minds, in- 
sensibj^^^haps of tlie finer arts, were astonished 
by the’^fgui scenery : and t|ie poverty of 
^wns enhanced the popsolousness and

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Tidbe? of the first metropolis of Christendom.'* 
#]^ibc<6BaTOg from his state, young Alexius was 
prompted by interest and gratitude to repeat liia 
Frequent and familiar visits to his Latin allies ; and 
in the freedom of the table, tlie gay petulance of 
the French sometimes forgot the emperor of the 
East.** In tlicir most serious conferences, it was 
agreed, that the re-imion of the two churches must 
be the result of patience and time ; but avarice was 
less tractable tlian XBSi} and a large sum was in- 
stantly disbursed t@d|lH&e the Wants, and silence 
tlie importunity, <rf^l^^crui|^ers.''' Alexius was 
alarmed by the approiphlng hour of their departure : 
their absence might have relie^'etl him from the 
engagement wliich he was yet incapable of per- 
forming ; but his frieiuls would have left him, naked 
and alone, to the caprice and prejudice of a per- 
fidious natidfi. lie wished to bribe their stay, the 
delay of a year, by undertaking to defray their 
expense, and tf» satisfy, in tiieir name, the freight 
of the Venetian vessels. Tlte offer was agitated in

his confederates of France and Flanders. The ra- 
pedition was successful ; tlie blind emperor e^Kulted 
in the success of his arrtis, a|fd listened to the pre- 
dictions of his flatteij|ifs, thjU; tlje same Providence 
which had raised him A’ota.^tfie dungeon to the 
throne, would heal his g6ut,Trestore his sight, and 
watch over the long prosperity of his reign. Yet 
the mind of the suspicious old man was tormented"' 
by the rising glories of his son ; nor could his pride 
conceal from his envy, that, while his Ojprn name was 
pronounced in faint and reluctant acclamations, the 
royal youth was the theme of spontaneous and uni- 
versal praise.^' 

By the recent invasion, the Greeks were awaken- 
ed from a drpain of nine centuries; from the vain 
presumption that the capital of the Roman empire 
was impregnable to foreign arms. The strangers 
of the West had violated the city, and bestowed the 
sceptre, of Constantine : their Imperial clients soon 
became as unpopular as themselves; the well-known 
vices of Isaac were rendered still more conf;emptible 
by his infirmities, and the young Alexius was hated 
as an apostate, who had renounced the manners 
and religion of his country.

In the e^ c^bptb natimi.s 
Alexius wti.s false and contempti^fe^^^'^lte base and 
spnriou.s race of the Angeii was^pfe^^- with ci i- 
morous disdain ; and the people of Coirstantiimple 
encompassed the senate, to demand at tlnir tiands 
a more worthy emperor. 'J’o every senator, con- 
spicuous by his birth or dignity, they Kucces.sively 
presented tlie purple : by each sen iUir f/ie deadly 
garment was repulsed : the contest lasted three 
days ; and we may learn from the liistorian Nicetas, 
one of the members of the assembly, that tear and 
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weakness were the guardians of their loyalty: A ciup 
phantom, who vanished iti oblivion, wa8*‘^'cib1y i— ’ ■ 
proclaimeti by the crowd : but the authbr.pf the 
tumult, and the leader of the J^ar, was a prince ot‘

restitutis ( Venet. in folio). JEiamusio, or Rhanmusus, transcribes 
and translates, sequitnr ad imguem, a MS. of Villehardouin, which he 
jtOssessed ; but he enriches his ftarrative Greek arid Latin matei’iais, 
and we arc indebted to him for a correct state of the fleet, the names of 
the fifty Venetian nobles who commanded the galleys of the republic, 
and the patriot opposition of Pantaloon Barbus to the, choice of the 
doge for emperor.

A 
domestic alliance, a common interest, a similar guilt, 
and the merit of extinguishing his enemies, a brother 
and a nephew, induced the more recent usurper to 


unite with the former the rqliqs of his power.

Their light and perfidious ambition was 
eager to seize or anticipate the moment of a 
vacancy, whil^ a Jaw of succession, the guardian 
both of the prince and people, was gradually di^- 
fined and confirmed in the hereditary monarchies 
of Europe. In the support of the Eastern empire, 
Henry was gradually left without an associate, as 
the heroes of the crusade retired from the world 
or from the war. The doge of Venice, the 
venerable Dandolo, in the fulngss of years and 


glory, sunk into the grave. I'he raarijuis of 
Montferrat was slowly recalled from the Pelopon- 


nesian war to the revenge of Baldwin and ^0: 
defence of Thessalonica. Some nice disput^Bif 
feudal homage and service were reconcile^j^jUpfe 
personal interview between the emperor 
king : they, were firmly united by mutual 
and the common danger; agd their alliaiiMMK 
sealed by the nuptials of Henry with the diS^Piln 
of the Italian prince.

Bcfcert was crowned by the patriarch in 
, lie eathddral Of St» Sophia. But his reign was an 
aeihi of cal^ihity al^, disgrace j and the colony, as it 
styled, of NE^WifiANcR yielded on all sides to 
the Greeks of Nice and Epirus. After a victory, 
which he owed to his '^perfidy rather than his 
courage, Tiicodore dt*Bgiiu|S^^n>tered the kingdom 
of 'rhessalonica, expelled tfe feeble Demetrius, 
the SOB of the ‘^biarquis Bbfiifitte, erected his 
staiKiitfd on the Of Adltianople ; and added, 
ranity, a third or a fourth name to the list of 
lival emperors. The relics of the Asiatic province 
were swept away by John Vataces, the .son.in-law 
and successor of Theodore Lascaris, and who, in a 
triumphant reign of thiity-thrce years, displayed 
the virtues both of peace and war. Under his 
disci^Mhe, the swords of the French mercenarieJi 
SJR'ejie the most effectual instrument of hi.s conquests, 
I® their desertion from the .service of tlieir country 
was at once a symptom and a cause of the rising 
ascendant of the Greeks. By the construciion of 
a fleet, he obtained the command of the Hellespont, 
reduced the islands of Lesbos and Rhodes, attacked 
.;|he Venetians of Caiidia, and intercepted 
iind parsimonious succours of the West, 
and once only, the Latin emperor sent 
a^ifrnst Vataces ; and in the defeat of th 
the veteran knights, the last of the ori| 
querors, were left on the field of battle,

Brienne were still ready for the service of Chris- 
tendom. In the seven years of his brother’s reign, 
Baldwin of Cohrtenay had not emerged from a state 
of childhood, and the barons of Romania felt the 
strong necessity of placing the sceptre in the hands 
of a man and an hero, 'fhe veteran king of Jern^ 
Sj^lem might have disdained the name and office of 
I’^gent ; they agreed to invest him for his life with 
the title and prerogatives of emperor, cm the sole 
condition, that Baldwin should marry his second 
daughter, and succeed at a mature age to the throne 
of Constantinople. The expectation, both of the 
Greeks and Latins, was kindled by the renown, the 
choice, and the presence of John of Brienne ; and 
admired his martial aspect, his green and 
vigorous age of more than fourscore years, and hL

tiis narrative of the expeditions of the 
Latins' to Palestine and;.('!on.«tanlinople, I. cannot 
dismiss the subject without revolving the general 
consequences on the countries that were the scene, 
and on the nations the actors, oi' these 

memorable crusades.®^ as tlic arms of the 

Franks were withdrawn, the impre.ssion, though 
not tile memory, was era-sed in the Mahometan 
realms of Egypt an^^ Syria. I'he taithful disciples 
tu the piopliet were never tempted by a profane 
de.sire to .study;^he laws or language of the idolatensj 
nor did the iimpHcily of iheir jirimitive manners 
receive the slightest alteration from their inter- 
course in peace and tear with the unknown strangers 
of the "West.. The Greeks, who thought themselve.s 
proud, hut wihjo were only vain, showed a dis- 
position somewiial les.s inflexible. In the efforts 
for the recovery of their empire, they emulated 
the valour, discipline, and tactic.s, of their anta- 
gonists. Tiic modern literature of the "West they 
might justly despise j but its tree spirit would 
instruct them in the rights of ni.nn ; and some 
institutions of public and private life were aiiopted 
from the French. The conespondence of Con- 
stantinople and Italy diffused the knowiedge of 
the Latin tongue j and several of ilic fathers ainl 
classics were at length honoured with a Greek 
version.®^ But the national and religious prejudices

If we compare, at sera of the crusades, the 
Latins of Europe Greeks and Arabians, 

their respective of knowledge, industry, 

and art, our rude ancestors must be content with 
the third rank in the scale of nations. Their 
successive improvement and present superiority 
may be ascribed to a peculiar energy of character, 
to an active and imitative spirit, unknown to their 
more polished rivals, who at that time were in a 
stationary or retrograde state. With such a dis- 
position, the Latins should have derived tiie most 
early and essential benefits from a series of events 
which open to their eyes the prospect of the world* 
and introduced them to a long and frequent inter- 
course with the more cultivated regions of the 
East. The first and most obvious progress was in 
trade and manufactures, in the arts which are 
strongly prompted by the thirst of wealth, the calls 
of necessity, and the gratification of the sense or 
vanity. Among the crowd of unthinking fanatics, 
a captive or a pilgrim might sometimes observe 
the sujmiior refinements of Cairo and Constanti- 
nople : the first importer of wind-mills ** was the 
benefactor of nations ; and if such blessings are

Yet in^^lag^ 
of sixty years, the Latins of Constantinopl#4i^. 
dained the speech and learning of their subjects^ 
and the manuscripts were the only treartpes which, 
the natives might enjoy without ra|lb« or envy. 
Aristol^j^ was indeed the oracle of the Western 
universities, but it was a barbarous Aristotle ; and,

_ . tury, the second tempest had subsided by tbe 

expulsion or conversion of the enemies of Chris- 
tendom : the tide of civilisation, which had so long 
ebbed, began to flow with a steady and accelerated 
course ; and a fairer prospect was opened to the 
hopes and efforts of the rising generations. Great 
was the increase, and rapid the progress, during 
the two hundred years of the crusades ; and some 
philosophers have applauded the propitious in- 
fluence of these holy wars, which appear to me 
to have checked rather than forwarded the maturity 
of Europe.** The lives and labours of millions, 
which were -buried in the East, would have been 
more profitably employed in the improvement of 
their native country: the accumulated stock of 
industry and wealth would have overflowed in 
navigation and trade ; and the Latins would have 
been enriched and enlightened by a pure and 
friendly correspondence with the climates of the 
East. In one respect I can indeed perceive the 
accidental operation of the crusades, not so much 
in producing a benefit as in removing an evil. 
The larger portion of the inhabitants of Europe 
was chained to the soil, without freedom, or pro- 
perty, or knowledge ; and the two orders of 
ecclesiastics and nobles, numbers were com- 

paratively small, alone deserv ed the name of citizens 
and men. This oppressive system was supported 
by the arts of the clergy and the swords of the

vented the total extinction of letters, mitigated the 
fierceness of the times, sheltered the poor and 
defenceless, and preserved or revived the peace 
and order of civil .society. But the independence, 
rapine, and discord, of the fendul lords were 
unmixed with any semblance of good •, and every 
hope of industry atid improvement was crushed by 
the iron weight of the martial aristocracy. Among 
ti>r causes tliat undenniiied that Gothic edifice, a 
ccinspicuous place mu.st he allowed to the crusades. 

The estad s of the l.aroiis were fii^>i[)atetl, and 
their race was often extinguished, in these costly 
and perilous exiicditions. T'heir [loverty extorted 
from tlieir pride those charters of freedom which 
unlocked tlie fetters of the slave, secured the farm 
of the peasant and the shoj) of the artificer, and 
gradually re.st.orca[ a substance and •>. soul to the 
most numerous and useful part of the commonity. 

The conflagration wliiclt destroyed the tall and 
barren trees of the forest gave vur and scope to the 
vegetation of the smaller and nutritive plants of 
the .soil.*

CHAP, discipline, the patriarch Athanasius^ excited the 
. hatred of the clergy and people : he was beturd 

to declaie, that the sinner j^pyld swallow the 
last dregs of the cup of penan'ise and the foolish 
tale was propagated of his punishing a sacrilegious 
ass tliat had tested tbt; lettuce of a convent 
garden. Driven from the throne by the universal 
clamour, Athanasius composed, before Jiis retreat, 
two papers of a very opjmsite cast. His pmblic 
testament was in the tone of charity and resign- 
ation ; the private codicil breathed the chrest 
anathemas against the authors of hi,s 
whom he excJhded for ever from the comsl^iQU 
of the holy trinity, the angels, and the fait%. 
This last paper he enclosed in an earthen pot, 
ANhich wa.s placed, by his order, on the top of 
one ol' the pillars ill the dome of St. Sophia* 
in the distant hope of discovery and revenge. 
At the end of lour years, some youthfii climbing 
by a ladd<M' in search of pigt»ons' nests, detected 
the fatal secret.; apd, a.s Andronicus felt himself 
touched and bound by the excommunication, he 
trembled ' on the brink of the abyss which had 
been so treacherously dug under his feet. A 
synod of bishops was instantly convened to de- 
bate this important question i the rasljness of 
these clandestine aoathen^ .was generally con- 
demned ; but as knot could l>e untied only

hutmius decree was irreviiradde l>y any earthly \ - 
powen Soiae- testainoiiles of repentance 
and pari^ the author of 

the misefakf; bnt the conscience of the emperor . 
was still wounded, and HH' desired, with no I^s 
ardour than Athanasius himself, the restoration 
of a patriarch, by whom alone he could be healed. 

At the dead of night, a monk rudely knocked ‘ 
at the door of the royal bed-chamber, announcing 
a reyplation of plague and famine, of inundatimis 
and i^^fi^uakes. Andronicus started from his bedji - 
and S|ke|lt the night in prayer, till he felt, or thought 
he J^t, a slight motion of the earth. The 
emp'efor on foot led the bishops and monks to the 
c^l of Athanasius ; and, after a proper resistance, 
the saint, from whom this message had been sent, 
consented to absolve the prince, and govern the 
clrurch of Constantinople. Untamed by disgrace, 
and hardened by solitude, the shepherd was 
again odious to the flock; and his enemies con- 
trived a singular, and, as it proved, a successful, 
mode of revenge. In the night they stole away 
the foot-stool or foot-cloth of his throne, which 
they secretly replaced with the decoration of a 
satirical picture. The empecpr was painted with 
a bridle in his mouth, and Athanasius leading 
the tractable beast to the feet of Christ. The au- 
thors of the libel were detected #nd punislied; 
hut as their lives had been spared, the Christian 
prij^t in sullen indignation retur^ to his cell ;

If this transa^m^^Proe of the most curious 
and^l^ilant of a reign of fifty years, 1 cannot 
atHpTsecuse the brevity of my materials, since 
I r^mce into some few ^ges tiie enormous folios 
ofj; Pachymer^ Cantacuzene^ and Nicephorus 
Gregoras*, who Jiave composed the prolix and 
languid story of the times.

tlieif youth : their families were almost equally 
noble ; and the recent lustre of the purple was 
amply compensated by the energy of a priva^' 
education. We have seen that the young emperor 
was saved by Cantacuzene froi^, the power of his 
grandfather ; and, after six years of civil war, the 
same favourite brought him back in triumplvto the 
palace of Constantinople. Under tiie reign of 
Andronicus the younger, the great domestic ruled 
the emperor and the empire ; and it was by his 
valour and conduct that the isle of Lesbos and .the 
principality of Atltolia were restored to their ancient 
allegiance. His enemies confess, that,- among the 
ptiblie robbers, ( 'antacuzene alone was moderate and 
abstemious ; and the free and voluntary account 
which lie produces of his own wealth“may sustain 
the jircsumption that it was devolved by inherit- 
ance, and not accumulated by rapine. He does not 
iruieed specify the value of his money, plate, and 
jewels ; yet, after a voluntary gift of two Imnd.red 
vases ol" silver, after much had been seeictvcl by 
his friends and plundered by his foes, his forh-it, 
treasures were sufficient for the equipment of a 
fleet of seventy galleys. He does not measure the 
size and number of his cstatqa*j but his granaries 
were heaped with an iB«i[|j|d|D^ store of wheat and 
barley ; and the lafaij|lfdf a thousand yoke of oxen 
might cultivate, ac^piding to the practice of auti-

?ta of pure tlieism and perfect toleration* His 
only article of faith was the existence of 
oinS^God, tjbe Author of all good; who fills by his 
presence ’il^l^^avens and earth, which he has 
created by hw pdwer. The Tartars and Moguls 
■ Were addictcd,to the idols of their peculiar tribes ; 
and many of them had been converted by the 
'^l^reign missionaries to the religions of Moses, of 
Mahomet, and of Christ. These \ arious systems 
in freedom and concord were taught and practised 
within the precincts of the saine camp ; and tire 
Bonze, the Imam, the Rabbi, the Nestorian, and 
the Latin priest, enjoj’ed the same honourable ex- 
emption from service and tribute ; in the mosque of 
Boebara, the insolent victor might trample the 
Korun inulci' liis horse’s feet, hut the calm legis- 
lator respected the prophets :»!nd' pontiffs of the 
most hostile sects. The reason of Zingis was not 


informed by books : the khan could neither n^acl 
nor write ; and, except the tribe of the Igt>m s, the 
greatest part of the Moguls and Tartars were us 
illiterate as their sovereign.* The memory of tiieir 
exploits was preserved by tradition : sixty-eight 
years after the death of Zingis, these traditions

aively reduced the Jbordes of the d^ert, whb pitched . 
their tents between wall of China and the Huin. 
Volga; and tlie Mogul emperor became the moii- ^orcwna, 
arch of the pastoral world, tlie lord of many (pillions 
of shepherds and soldiers, who felt their united 
strength, and were impatient to rush on the mild 
and wealthy climates of the south. His ancestors 
had been the tributaries of the Chinese emperors ; 
and Temugiii himself had been disgraced by a title 
of honour and servitude. The court of Pekin was 
astonished by an embassy from its former vavSsaJ, 
who, in the lone of the king of nations, I'xacted the 
tribute and obedience which he had paid, and who 
afiectcd to treat the non of heaven as the most con- 
temptible of mankind. An haughty ans\yer.. dxs- 
gniaed their secret apprehensions ; and tlieir fea,^» 

'were soon justified by the march of innumerably 
squadrons, who pierced on all sides the feeble 
rampart of the great wall. Ninety cities were! 
stormed, or starved, by the Moguls ; ten only esJ 
caped ; and Zingis, from a knowledge of the filial 
piety of the Chinese, covered hfe vabguard with 
their captive ptrents ; an unworthy, and by degrees 
a fruitless, abuse of the virtue of jus enernies. His 
invasion was supported by. liio revolt of an hundred 
thousand Khitans, who guarded the frontier : yet 
he listened to a treaty; and a princes of China, 
three thousand horses, five hundred youths, and as 
many virgini^, and a tribute of gold and silk, were 
the price of his retreat. In bis scc»nd expedition,

conflagration ot'the palace burnt above thirty days.

conquest of Japan : his fleet was twice ship- . . 

wrecked ; and the lives of an hundred thousand 
Moguls and Chinese were sacrificed in the fruitless 
expedition. But the circumjacent kingdoms, Co- 
rea, Tonkin, Cochinchina, Pegu, Bengal, and 
Tliibet, were reduced in different degrees of 
tribute and obedience by the eflbrt or terror ofliis 
arms. He explored the Indian Ocean with a fleet 
of a thousand ships ; they sailed in sixty-eight 
days, most probably to the Isle of Borneo, under 
the equinoctial line ; and tliough they returned 
not without spoil or glory, the emperor was dis- 
satisfied that the savage king liad escaped from 
their hands. 

IF. d'ho conquest of Hiudostan by the Moguls or Penh, 
was reserved in a later period for the house of "mpireof 
Tiinont but that of Iran, or Persia, was achieved '^®o*i258’ 
by Ilolagon Khan*, the grandson of Zingis, the 
brother and lieutenant of the two successive em- 
perors, Mangou and Cublai. I shall not enu- 
merate the crowd of sultans, emirs, and atabeks, 
whom he trampled into dust ; but the extirpation 
of the Ansassrnu, or Isinaeliaus*'^ of Persia, may be 
considered as a service to mankind. Antong the

— 1245 . Fifteen hundred thousand Moguls and Tartars 
were inscribed on the military roll : of these the 
great khan selected a third, which he entrusted 
to the command of his nephew Baton, the son of 
Tuli ; who reigned over his father’s conquests to 
the north of the* Caspian Sea.§ After a festival of 
forty days. Baton .set forwards on this great expe- 
dition ; and such was the speed and ardour of 
his innumerable squadrons, that in le.ss than six 
years they had measured a line of ninety degretTS 
of^ongitude, E fourth part of the circumference 
of the globe.

¥ tremf poijjt of their western march, they turned 
aside to the invasion of llungaiy ; and the pre- 
sence or spirit of Baton inspired the host of five 
hundred thousand men : the Carpathian hills could 
not be long impervious to their divided columns ; 
and their approach had been fondly disbelieved 
till it was irresistibly felt. The king, Bela the 
Fourth, aserabled the military force of his counts 
and bishops ; but he had alienated the nation by 
adopting a vagrant horde of forty thousand tami- 
lies of Coinans, and thi^e savage guests were pro- 
voked to revolt by the suspicion of treachery 
and ^le murder of their prince. The whole 
country north of the Danube was lost in a day, 
and depopulated in a summer ; and the ruins of 
cities and churches were overspread with the 
bones of the natives, who expiated the sins oi' their 
Turkish ancestors. An ecclesiastic, who tied from 
the sack of Waradin, describes the calamities wliicli 
he had seen, or suffered ; and the sanguinary rage 
of sieges and battles is far less atrocious than the 
treatment of the fugitives, who had been allured 
from the woods under a j)romise of pejicc- and 
pardon, and who were coolly slaughtered as soon as 
they had performed the labours of the harvest and 
vintage. In the winter, the Tartars passed the 
Danube on the ice, and advanced to 
Strigonium, a German colony, and 
of the kingdom.

While China, Syria, and Poland, were invaded 
at the same time by the Moguls Tartaa’S, the 
authors of the mighty mischief vrete content wkh 
the knowledge and declaration, that their word 
was the sword of death. Like tlie first caliphs, 
the first successors of Zingis seldom appeared in 
person at the head of their victorious armies. 
On the banks of the Onon and Selinga, the royal 
or golden horde exhibited the contrast of sim- 
plicity and greatness ; of the roasted sheep and 
mare’s milk which composed their banquets ;

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CHAP. The sons and grandsons ofZingis had been amr- 
. customed to the pastoral life ; but the village of 

Caracorum®^ was gradually ennobled by their 
clec’tiei^&^ residence. A change of manners is 
implied in the removal of Octai and Mangou 
from a tent to an house ; and their example was 
imitated by the princes of their family and the 
great officers of llie empire. Instead of the bound- 
le.ss forest, the inclosure of a park afforded the 
more indolent pleasures of the chase j their new 
habitations were decorated with painting and 
sculpture; their superfluous treasures were cast 
ill fountains, and basins, and statues of massy 
silver; and the artists of China and Paris vied 
Hjitfi'each other in the service of the great khan.®^ 
'■Caraconim contained two streets, the one of Chi- 
nese mechanics, the otlier of Mahometan trailers ; 
and the places of religious worship, one Nosto- 
jian elunch, two mosques, and twelve temples of 
various idols, may represent in some deg’i ee the 
number and division of inhabitants. Yet a French 
missionary declares, that the town of St. Denys, 
near Pari.s, was more considerable than tiie Tar- 
tar capital ; and that the whole jKtlace of Man- 
gou was scarcely equal to a tenth part of that 
itenedictine abbey. The conquests of Russia and 
Syria might amuse the vanity of the great khans;

and most interesting object; and they might 
learn from their ^pastoral economy, that it is :for 
the advantage of the shepherd to protect and pro^ 
pagate his dock. I have already celebrated the i t tt.e^ 
wisdom and virtue of i Mandarin, who prevented a!"iia. 
the desolation of five populous and cultivated 
provinces. In a ,'potiess administration of tiiirty 
years, thi.s friend of his country and oi mankind 
continually laboured to mitigate, or suspend, the 
havoc of war; to -ave the moviumcnts, and to 
•'(‘kindle the flame, of science ; to k .strain the 
military commander by tlie re.storation of civil 
tnagistrates ; and to in.stil the love of peace 
justice into the minds of tin; Moguls. lie strug- 
gled with the barbarism of the first contuieror.s ; 
boi his salutarv le-'On.s produced a lien iiarvest in 
the second generation. The Tiortiiern, and by 
degrc<,'.s the .southern, empire, acquiesced in the 
government of Cublai, the lieutenant, and after- 
wards the successor, of Mangou ; and the nation 
was loyal to a prince who had been educated inf 
the manners of China. Ho I'estored the tbnns oil 
her venerable constitcUion ; and the x-ictors .sub-* 
niitted to the laws, the fashions, and even the 
prejudice.s, of the vamjui.siied people. This peace- 
ful triumph, which ha.s been more than once 
repeated, may be ascribed, in a great measure, to 
the numbers and servitude ot the Ciiiuese. Tire

Cublai, letters atid commerce, peace and justice, 
were restored ; the great canal, of dve hundred 
miles, was opened from Nankin to thfergapital ; lie 
fixed (tLs residence at I'ckin ; and displayed in his 
court the magnificence of the greatest monarch of 
Asia.

Cantemir partly draws his materials 
fron the Synopsis of Saadi Effendi of Larissa, dedicated in the year 
I69(i to sultan Mustapha, and a valuable abridgment of the original 
historians. In one of the Kainblcrs, Dr, Johnson praises Knolles 
(a (huieral History of the Turks to the present Year. London, 1603) 
uff the first of historians, unhappy only in the choice of his subject. 
Yet I much dembt whetiier a partial and verbose compilation from 
Latin writers, thirteen hundred folio pages of speeches and battles, can 
either instruct or amuse an enlightened age, which requires from the 
historian some tincture of philosophy and criticism.

were the source of presumption and the bane of 
discipline. So many might asj'ire to r^CWmand, 
timt none were willing to obey; tberr -national 
spirit despised both their enemies and their allies ; 
and in the persuasion that Bajazet would fly, or 
'imiai fall, they began to compute how soon they 
should visit Constantinople and deliver the holy 
sepulchre.

The hettle of Hkopdlis would riot 
hove rheeri dost, if the French wodid have obeyed 
the prudence of the Hurigariaus : but it might have 
beerfgioriousJy won, had the Hungarians imitated 
the valour of the French. They dispersed this first 
line, consisting of the troops of Asia j forced a 
rampart of stakes, wliich had been planted against 
the cawalry ; broke, after a bloody conflict, tlie 
JaniKaries themselves; and were at length over* 
wheliiied by the numerous squadrons that issued 
from tl)e woods, and charged on all sides this 
handful of intrepid warriors.

But at tlie end of two years, the turbulence of the 
Latins ami the ievitv ol' the (irecks jiroduced 
a Tcvoiiifiou * ; and the two emperors were b»i- 
ricsl in the tower from wh-ence tiie two prisoners 
were exalted to the throne. AnotJ'.er period of 
two years aflibrded Pala-ologns and Manuel the 
means of escape : it was contrived by the magic, 
or subtlety, of a monk, wlio wa^ aiternately named 
the angel or the devil : they tied to Scutari j iiteir 
arlhcrents armed in their cause j mid the two B\- 
zantine faction.s displayed the ambition and ani- 
mosity with which Ca'sar and Pompey had disputed 
the empi^ of the world. The Homan world wa.s 
now contracted to a corner of Thrace, between 
the Propontis and the Black Sea, about fifty miles 
in length and thirty iir breadth ; a space of 
ground not more extensive than The lesser prin- 
cipalities of Germany ot Italy, if the remains of

jDonstantuiopie liad not still represented the-wealth 
and populou.wess of a kingdom. I'o restore tlie 
public peace, it was found necessary to divide this 
fragment of the empire i and while Pala'ologus and 
Manuel were left in possession of the capital, almost 
all tliat lay without the walls was ceded to the 
blind princes, w'ho hxed their residence at llho- 
dotto and Selybria. Jn the tranquil slumber of 
royalty, the passions of John Pala?ologus survived 
liis reason and his strength : he deprived his 
favourite and lieir of a blooming princess of Tre- 
blzond ; and while the iceble emperor laboured 
to consummate his nuptials, Manuel, with an 
hundred of the noblest Greeks, was sent on a 
peremptory summons to the Ottoman porfe. They 
served with honour in the wars of Bajazet ; but a 
plan of fortifying (.’onstanlinople excited his jea- 
lousy : he threatened their lives ; the new works 
were instantly demolished ; and we shall Ijestow 
a praise, perliaps above the meric of Falaiologus, 
if we impute this last humiliation as the cause of 
his death. _

CsP revenging Ids captivity oi> the infidels. He 
^iled with :fo«r\^iips of war, from Aiguesmortes 
to the Hellespdrit j forced the passage, which was 
guarded by seventeen Turkish galleys ; landed af 
Constantinople a supply of six hundred me,n at 
firms and sixti en hundred archers j and reviewed 
them iu the adjaceui plain, without condescending 
to number or array the inultitutle ofGreeks. By his 
presence, the blockade was raised both by sea and 
land ; the flying squadrons of Bajazet were driven 
to a more respectful distance,; and several castles 
in Europe and Asia were stormed by the emperor 
and the marsh&l, vho funglit with equal valour by 
each otlier’s side. But l!ie Ottomans .soon re- 
lurned with an hicrcase of nnjhbevs ; and the 
intrepid Doucicault, after a year’s .struggle, resolved 
If) cvacu.ilc a country whi( ii could no longer 
atKi 'd eitiii r j)ay or pro\ i.sions for his .soldioi.s. 
The marshal olUaed to conduct Manuc! to the 
French court, w'here he might solicit in jierson a 
supply of men and money ; and advised, in the 
mean while, tivit, to extinguisli all donie-aic 
di.scord, he should leave iii.s blind competitor on 
the throne. Tiic proposal was embraced : the 
prince of .Seiybriu was intruducotl to tiie capita! ; 
and such was the public misery, that the lot of 
the exile seemed more fortunate than that of the 
sovereign. Instead of applauding the succes.s of 
his vassal, the Turkish sultan cJaiiped the. city am . 
his own ; and on the refusal of tlie emperor 
Constantinople xvas more clo.sely pressed by tiSfe 
calamities of w^ar and faming.
